Content of Specification

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It lacks a brief 
description of the drawing as well as most of the other sections listed above. The expression 
"Spring Tether" should not be capitalized throughout. On page 2, line 8, "lay" should be 
changed to -lie- in line 9, "kepts" is a misspelling, in line 14, "at" should be changed to -that-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because in line 1, the phrase "This invention, 
The Spring Tether, is" should be changed to -A spring tether- in line 5, "lay" should be changed 
to -lie- in line 6, "kepts" is a misspelling. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S. C. 
112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. In line 5, "said" should be deleted and "snap" should 
be -snap hook- 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Grahling (US 
2,994,300). The patent to Grahling discloses a safety tether including a coiled, flexible cable 3 
that is coated with rubber (see column 2, lines 71, 72, of Grahling) and has loops 11, 25 at its 
opposite ends. Each loop is attached by passing an end of the cable through the loop, bending 
the end back upon itself, and securing it with a crimp fitting 14, 27. Snap hooks 9, 23 are 
connected to the loops 1 1, 25. 

Oath/Declaration 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37

numerals should be deleted. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
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the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
